There For Purpose 


“You can’t shrug off traffic 
signs!” Safety Director H. N. 
Kirkman told Florida’s drivers to- 
day as the Florida Highway Pa- 
trol’s August program of traffic 
safety education moved into its 
10th day. 

“You can bet your bottom dol- 
lar,” he said, “that every traffic 
sign and signal you pass on the 
highway has a definite reason for 
being where it is. The hospitais 
and cemeteries are’ full of ex- 
drivers who shrugged off some 
sign on the mistaken notion that 
whoever put it there didn’t kndw 
what he was doing.” 3 

A great many intersections hav- 
ing “Stop” signs are deceptively 
safe-lcoking, but have a bloody 
history behind them that necessit- 
ated the original installation of 
these controls, the. Florida High- 
way Patrol reports:

Annual Meeting Of 
Vegetable Group In 
Miami, Oct. 4, 5, 6 


The factors of competition from 
both foreign and domestic. sources 
affecting the Florida fruit and 
vegetable industry will be review- 
ed at the 7th annual cégvention 
of the Florida Fruit and Vegetable 


Association, -meeting in Miami 
Beach on October 4, 5and 6, ac- 
cording to LaMonte Graw, FFVA 
manager. 

Graw said that FFVA’s econ- 
omists are preparing data on the 
past season’s shipments from com- 
peting areas in this country and 
on imports from Cuba'and Mexico. 
Also to be reviewed are shipments 
of other seasons which have been 
under close study by FFVA for 
several years. 

.“While the future -is uncertain, 
if ships are diverted from trans- 
portation of Cuban products and 
if an anticipated shortage of re- 
frigerator cars should cause the 
government to restrict their.use on 
long hauls, Florida producers will 
endeavor to supply the needed 
fresh produce. It is a task with 
which the industry has been faced 
before, and one which it met with 
distinction. However, it is a task 
which requires the close coopera- 
tion and coordination of all persons 
and agencies involved. 

“Production adjustment recom- 
mendations made before the Ko- 
rean situation developed suggested 
increased acreages for cantaloupes, 
cauliflower, lettuce and strawber- 
ries. The same acreage as last 
year's was recommended for limi 
beans, sweet corn, green peas, 
winter and spring squash and to- 
matoes. 

“Decreases were recommended 
for snap beans, cabbage, celery, 
cucumbers, eggplant, escarole, pep- 
Pers, Irish potatoes, fall squasn 
and watermelons,” said Graw. 

Graw pointed out that these re- 
commendations will be carefully 
reviewed in the light of the exist- 
ing international situation and em- 
phasized that production of most 
of these commodities is already at 
or above World War II levels.
